How many old maids take this high stand we

English print must be better than American. 


The history of calico printing in this country 


is thus given by a correspondent of the Roches- 


ter Democrat: 


Previous to 1825, all goods of this description 


were imported from foreign countries, the great- 
er part coming from England That >ear,a com-

That, from thejunction of the Rivei St. Fran- a company and commenced the business, when 


cis with the St. John, the latter is the boundary 
of the United States and the State of Maine, and 
of the British North American Possessions, until 
that river passes into the Province of New Bruns- 
wick, a distance of nearly one hundred miles — 
That, on the bank of said river, and within the 
Territory of the United States, there is a settled 
population of about eighteen hundred souls, be- 
tween whom and the nearest American settle- 
ment, south, is an unbroken wilderness of from 
filty to one hundred miles in width. Thatot 
these eighteen hundred people thus isolated from 
the test of the Union, nearly all are settled be- 
tween the mouth of the Fish river, where lately 
was a United States fo8t,and the Eastern boun- 
dary. That the distance from the Fish river 
Post tc .the Province of New Brunswick, by 
the thread of the St. John is sixty four miles.— 
All the inhabitants on this tract are decendants 
of Arcadian French-settlers; and there is no 
one native American settled within these limits 
other than the French above stated, very few o 
whom can speak English ; and but three or fou 
can write their names. Not one of them, with 
the exception of the Catholic Priest, is cap.ibli 
of exercising the duties of a Magistrate,or offill 
in? the meanest Town or Plantation office. 


They have hitherto been under English gov 


ernmentand jurisdiction, are wholly ignorant o 
our laws, customs, institutions, and government, 
and it will be many years before American citi- 
zens, shall have gradually 1mixed in among 
them,«o that the State of Maine will be able to 
extend to them the same kind ot jurisdiction that 
she does to the rest of her citizens. 


Under these circumstances, therefore, if the 


presence ot the U S. Ttoops is withheld, you 
trod a body of neatly two thousand peaceable 
citizens, living on the soil pf the Union, and 
nominally within its jurisdiction, without any 
communication with the people of the United 
States, and without protection Irom foreign ag- 
gression, or from internal discord. 


And your Committee would further represent, 


that upon the lands directly bordering on the River 
St Francis and on the tine of division, thence ex- 
tending South Westwardly between the British 
North American Possessions and the UnitedStates, 
die Colonial anthorities,have granted extensive per- 
mits for lumbering operations the ensuing winter, 
and a large number of operative lumbermen from 
the Restigonche and Mirnmachi, a class of per- 
sons most'distinctively different from the peacable 
and orderly men of the same class in our own 
State; rude quarelsome, abusive and incapable of 
being restrained by civil power, have this year 
for the first time penetrated into that region, and 
caused the utmost alarm to be felt by the Ameri- 
can settlers, above and the French A cadi ana below, 
the Fun River, lest, next Spring, when these men 
shall return down river, they and their unprotected 
wives and children, may be subjected to unchecked 
license and abuse, and the little property they pos- 
sess be seized and buried across the River St. 
John, the boundary between the two Nations, with- 
out aay possibility of recovery. 


We astore your Excellency that we are stating 


facts, anil that no section of our country east of the 
Mississippi is so much exposed to aggression and 
abuse, so absolutely and entirely unprotected, and 
where the people are so completely destitute of the 
privileges of American citizens, as are the inhabit- 
ants on the territory to which we refer. And we 
would further state, that if any representations of a 
different character have been made to your Eicel- 
lency, they are the result of total want of reflec- 
tion, extreme ignorance, or intentional misstate- 
ments. We further believe that in the transition 
itate, which these Drench settlers are undergoing 
from British labjeeti to American citizens, it is 
highly important that they should be favorably im- 
prewed with that change 5 that nothing shook) oc-
